HOW TO GRIND 


If there U a nod hot spark at every taark plug aad Ike ' 


is adjusted to deliver the correct mixture, your engine will deliver H» 
maximum power—if it has pood compression. Good comprosioa de- 
pends largely on the condition ol the valve*. If they arc Inky, the* 
your engine will perform poorly. 


Last week I showed yon how to take off the cylinder head *o thtl 


the carbon could be scraped out and the condition of the valves ex- 
amined. 
After yon hire cleaned the valve stem. pat it back ia the 


cylinder then move it front side to 
ude to tee if the vahr* •tern or 
guide is wora. It shoaM move up 
mad down freely ia the guide, but 
there should be ao tide play. If 
there Li it will allow air to leak up 
the guide aad dilute the mixture, 
nuking it impossible to tone up the 
engine so that it will ran eveaiy aad 
smoothly at low tpeedi. If there 
is taach play, you will have to fit m 
new valve with oversize stem, or if 
the guide is worn badly it may ah* 
have to be replaced. This e*n only 
be done by a competent mechanic. 


Next examine the top of the

»h:re the valve stem touches it. take it off and have the top ground 
square on an emery stone, as the tappet is hardened and cannot he 
touched by a file. 


Before starting to grind in the valve, make sure that there if 


clearance between the top of the upptt and the bottom of the valve 
stem, otherwise it will be impossible to Blind in the valve. 


First, procure a piece of light 


spring with sufficient tension to lift 
the valve off its seat when there is 
no yrtssuic ou the valve head. Fit 
the spring on the valve stem, then 
smear a small quantity of 
foe 


grinding compound (which can be 
touch t at any auto accessory store) 
on the face of the valve. 


Use a screw driver to rotate the 


valve if it U slotted, or you can use 
one of the special valve grinding 
tool*. Bear firmly bat not heavily, 
rotating the valve a quarter of a 
turn back and forth eight or tone 
times, then release the pressure so 
that the valve can rise off seat. 
Now turn around slightly, then give 


another eight or nine quarter turns. If you rotate the valve more than 
eight or nine turns before allowing it to lift, you squeeze all the grind- 
ing compound from between the valve face* and cause grooves and 
rings to be ground ia face of valve. 


At intervals take out the vahre and wash all grinding compound 


off with kerosene, then examine face and seat. When they are finished 
there will be a smooth, grey, silvery ring around them, and all 
pits and black spots will be removed. 


When the valves are finished, remove all traces of grinding com- 


pound by washing in kerosene or gasoline, then replace valve springs. 
Before fitting the cylinder head gasket, be care yon have the top 
pi the cylinder and the cylinder head perfectly clean. When tighten- 
ing down the cylinder head bolts start at the center then screw down 
the four corners working tig iag fashion, so that the head will be 
pulled down evenly all round. 


Now comes one of the most important operation* of all. setting the 


clearance betweeni_thjg_bottom o the valve stem and the top of the 


tappet 
The clearance varies on 


different engines, so consult the 
instruction book issued with yottr 
car to find out the exact clearance 
tor your engine. The adjustment is 
made by turning the adjustment 
screw np or down until the clear- 
ance is correct. Thi* is a verv deli- 
cate adjustment tor the average 
driver to make, and -T would 
strongly advise yon to leave a gap 
of about the thickness of a govern- 
ment post card between valve stem 
and tappet, and ran the car for 
about SO mites, then take h to a 
service station and have one of their 
mechanics set the clearance for you. 
During the fifty mile run. you give 


the valves a chance to bed down properly, then when the mechanic 
«eu the clearance, it is correct for the next 5.000 or 6,000 miles.
